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A conservative legal foun- 
dation filed an ethics com- 
plaint yesterday against Rep. 
David E. Bonior (Mich.), the 
House Democratic whip who 
has been a critic of Speaker 
Newt Gingrich (R-Ga.). 

The Landmark Legal 
Foundation questioned 
whether Bonior may have vi- 
olated House rules in a book 
deal signed a decade ago. 

The complaint asked the 
House Committee on Stan- 
dards of Official Conduct to 
determine whether Bonior, 
and a staff member who co- 
wrote the book, produced it 
on government time. 

The foundation had “no 
way of knowing” whether 
government resources and 
time had been used in writ- 
ing ‘The Vietnam Veteran: A 
History of Neglect,” the com- 
plaint said. 

Bonior has complained 
that Gingrich had a conflict 
of interest in negotiating a 
book deal with a publishing 
house owned by Rupert Mur- 
doch. 

Bonior has demanded that 
an outside counsel be ap- 
pointed to probe Gingrich’s 
hook deal.
